-Public  participant.  Tad  Skye  suggested  we  go  through  each  item  "craft  by  craft"  for 
review’.  Tad  also  requested  that  w’e  review’  the  definition  of  "Family  Unit"  with  tlie 
intention  of  changing  some  items  that  give  Family  Unit  members  an  advantage  over 
individual  SAP  artitsts. 

-Discussion  continued  regarding  several  Family  Units  with  crocheted  hats  and  those 
with  fork  bracelets  with  examples  of  people  exploiting  family  unit  criteria.  It  was 
suggested  number  of  members  within  a family  unit  should  be  reduced.  Howard  added 
that  the  authenticity  of  other  member's  contribution  should  be  questioned  and  whether 
necessary  to  have  multiple  people  working  on  a certain  item.  SAP  Advisory 
Committee  members  propose  the  Family  Unit  should  have  as  many  valid  members, 
but  one  lottery  ticket.  Josie  proposes  one  lottery  ticket  per  unit  in  the  initial,  main 
lottery  and  after  main  lottery,  the  Family  Unit  members  would  be  entitled  to  use  again 
and  even  set  up  at  other  location.

Beads  cannot  be  sold  the  same  as  when  purchased:  when  strung  by  the  craftsperson,  their  design  must  be  significantly  different  from  the 
original  purchased  design.  This  includes  jewelry  strung  on  elastic  cord.  Indi\idual  beads  not  made  by  the  craftsperson  cannot  be  sold 
separately.  No  purchased  bead,  shell,  bangle,  or  crystal  may  be  solely  attached  to  a store-bought  neck  ring  or  chain  or  cord. 

j Earrings  and  Stickpins:  Earrings  and  stickpins  must  have  a minimum  of  two  (2)  three  (.^)  components  in  addition  to  their  “findings” 
(working  parts  for  example:  ear  wires,  jump  rings,  catches,  posts).  A commercially  manufactured  pendant  may  be  permissible  in  an 
earring  when  the  pendant  has  been  determined  by  the  Advisory  (Committee  to  be  an  integral  element  of,  and/or  subordinate  to,  the  total 
design  of  the  earring.  In  terms  of  the  minimum  amount  of  components  allowable,  no  commerciaUv  manufactured 
component  for  jewelry  products  can  be  the  dominant  feature  of  the  earring.  Handmade  clasps  may  be  acceptable  as 
components,  but  handmade  jump  rings  are  not.  Chain  must  be  broken  and  a design  structure  added;  cord  must  be  braided,  knotted,  or  cut 
between  the  clasps. 


Pendants:  The  pendant,  stomacher,  brooch,  cameo,  and  medallion  part  of  the  bead  art  object  for  sale  must  be  an  item  predominantly 
created  or  altered  in  form  by  the  street  artist  or  craftsperson. 

Exception:  A commercially  manufactured  pendant  may  not  be  permissible  used  in  a beaded  necklace  when  unless  the  pendant  has  been 
determined  by  the  Ad\isory  Committee  to  be  an  Lntegi^  element  of,  or  subordinate  to,  the  total  design  of  the  necklace. 

Bead  Stringing  (using  only  commercially  manufactured  beads):  The  Advisory'  Committee  shall  verify  whether  the  beadcraft  item’s 
commercially  manufactured  bead  components  are  significantly  or  predominantly  altered  in  form  by  the  item’s  design  arrangement.  No 
more  than  15%  of  an  artist’s  total  displayed  beadcraft  may  be  of  items  comprised  entirely  of  the  same  type  of  bead  strung  by  the  artist. 
All  commercially  manufactured  pendants  are  not  allowed  unless  approved  as  an  integral  part  of  the  item’s  design  arrangement.  At  least  two 
dozen  finished  samples  of  each  type  of  beadcraft  jewelry  (bracelets,  necklaces,  earrings)  are  required  to  be  submitted  for  certification.

Bead  Stringing  (using  only  commercially  manufactured  beads):  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  verify  whether  the  beadcraft  item’s  commercially 
manufactured  bead  components  are  significantly  or  predominantly  altered  in  form  by  the  item’s  design  arrangement.  No  more  than  1596  of  an 
artist’s  total  displayed  beadcraft  may  be  of  items  comprised  entirely  of  the  same  type  of  bead  strung  by  the  artist.  All  commercially 
manufactured  pendants  are  not  allowed  unless  approved  as  an  integral  part  of  the  item’s  design  arrangement.  At  least  two  dozen  finished 
samples  of  each  type  of  beadcraft  jewelry  (bracelets,  necklaces,  earrings)  are  required  to  be  submitted  for  certification.  Beads  cannot  be  sold 
the  same  as  when  purchased. 

Further  requirement:  All  artificial  or  dyed  beads,  stones  or  other  materials  must  have  a label  attached  to  the  beadstrung  item 
stating  its  identity  or  the  items  or  item  must  be  identified  by  the  artist  with  adjacent  signage.

Two  weeks  ago,  1 had  a meeting  with  Rebecca  Krell.  I asked  for  a letter 
from  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  stating  their  position  on  this 
Appeal.  To  date,  I have  not  received  this  letter.  I sent  a few  emails  to  Krell 
which  were  unanswered. 

Howard  Lazar  filed  a concurrent  civil  case  which  was  dismissed  for  lack  of 
service  and  evidence.  Clearly,  Lazss  likes  to  invent  situations  which  have  not 
taken  place.  Not  only  do  his,  “inspections”  begin  on  a city  trolley,  they  seem  to 
include  interrupting  conversations  with  SFPD  beat  cops  and  later  claim  this 
as,  “stalking”.

All  functional  and  non-functional  ceramics  for  purchase  must  be  fired.  No  unfired  ware  will  be  allowed  for  purchase.  Work  that 
is  made  from  the  raw  clay  by  hand  using  a wheel,  coded,  slabbed  or  other  handmade  technique  is  acceptable  glazed  or  unelazed. 
This  also  includes  work  made  from  a mold  from  the  artists’  original.  Any  work  that  is  cast  bv  the  artist  from  a commercially 
manufactured  mold  is  acceptable  if  it  is  glazed  and/or  decorated  bv  the  artist.  Pre-made,  purchased  bisque  ware  must  be 
predominately  decorated  using  ceramic  materials  bv  the  artist  (fii%  of  the  total  surface  area)  and  glaze  fired.  (Examples  may 
(y  include  but  not  limited  to;  underglaze,  overglaze,  china  glaze,  decals,  transfers  and  carved  and/or  incised  designs.l  The  Advisory 
Committee  shall  verify  whether  the  ceramic  item’s  commercially  manufactured  ceramic  components  (including  decals)  are 
significantly  or  predominately  altered  in  form  bv  the  item’s  design  arrangement.  (As  a reminder,  it  is  illegal  under  California  law 
to  use  leaded  glazes  on  functional  ware.)  Ceramic  glazes  containing  lead  will  not  be  allowed  on  kitchenwares.

An  artist  may  use  in  a non-functional  manner  a ceramic  object  as  a platform  for  painting,  collage,  decoupage,  application  of 
sculptural  materials  or  any  assemblage  of  other  materials. 

All  ceramic  ware,  functional  and  non-functional,  must  be  indelibly  signed  bv  the  artist. 

Computer-generated  and  “New  Technology”  Art 

The  artist  must  demonstrate,  in  front  of  the  Advisory  Committee,  creating  his/her  ovm  images  on  a new  disk  on  a computer  or  other  equipment. 

The  artist  is  required  to  bring  a computer  or  other  equipment  with  extension  cord  and  necessary  components  to  demonstrate  creating  step  bv  step 
the  art  with  the  equipment. 

Images  not  of  the  artist’s  own  creation  must  be  significantly  altered  in  form  and  shall  be  examined  for  approval  on  a case-by-case  basis. 

All  computer-generated  or  other  printed  work  must  bear  the  artist’s  printed  signature,  initials,  logo,  or  name  of  business  on  or  near  the  image.  All 
Zoser-printed  or  photocopied  images  are  subject  to  the  same  criteria  as  for  commercially  printed  items.  Attribution  label  shall  be  attached  to  all 
images.  Street  artists  must  attach  to  the  back  of  each  print  a statement  containing  the  artist’s  name  and  the  type  of  print  (for 
example;  laser  print;  inkjet  print;  silver  print;  woodblock  print;  etching).  The  statement  may  be  enclosed  with  the  print  in  clear 
plastic  or  other  means.

No  more  than  15%  of  an  artist’s  total  displayed  beadcraft  may  be  of  items  comprised  entirely  of  the  same  type  of  bead  strung  bv  the 
artist.  All  commercially  manufactured  pendants  are  not  allowed  unless  approved  as  an  integral  part  of  the  item’s  design 
arrangement.

I do  not  believe  these  are  handmade  hats  as  there  are  too  many  identical  ones;  too  many 
in  total  and  they  cannot  be  produced  by  two  people  who  seem  to  work  in  the  street 
everyday.  I believe  this  stand  was  suspended  last  year.  The  same  condition  exists.
